Colonel Troup Miller, the Comman 
der-of California’s largest camp at the 
Presidio of Monterey, said recently. 
that another wonderful opportunity ts 
going to be given to the citizens of 
California and the seven western coun- 
ties of Nevada to send their sons tol 
the splendid C. M. T. Camp at the Pre~ 
sidio of Monterey in July o fthis year. 
The government is again establishing 
under military authorities there a 
training camp for some 1200 young 
men between the ages of 17 and 29 who 
will be given a month’s free instruction 
in basic military principles, rifle marks- 
manship and good citizenship. 

The purpose of the C. M. T. Camps 
is to teach boys to become beter Amer- 
ican citizens; to impress them with 
some of their responsibilities as citizens, 
and as a result of their camp training, 
to give them an adequate idea of the 
primary duties of privates, noncom- 
missioned officers and of junior officers 
of the army. Its purpose is further— 
it is to instill in them a willing respon- 
siveness to duly constituted authority 
and an ability to take their full part in 
teamwork, subordinating their individ- 
ual inclinations and wishes to the good 
of the entire group. These camps are 
designed to reach boys who have not 
had the privilege of going to college and 
benefiting by the military training given 
in the R. O, T. C.

An outstanding achievement of Al- 
bany Post of the Legion was the suc 
cessful campaign which resulted in the 
beautiful Veterans Memorial Building, 
situated in Memorial Park at Portland 
and Ramona Avenues. 

A long and at times apparently hope- 
less drive was pushed by the early 
members of the Post to secure a fitting 
memorial in the City to gleam forth as 
a shining tribute to those comrades 
who gave their all in the World Wat. 

The first application for such a build- 
ing was made in 1927, but the total re. 
sult was the information that a memo- 
rial building could only be constructed 
on property deeded to the county debt 
free. This was the status of the pro- 
ject for three years until word came 
from the board of supervisors that the 
next building to be allowed would 
come to Albany. 

DUBIOUS OUTLOOK 

Neither the City nor the veterans had | 
a site to offer and a bond issue .o pur- 
chase suitable property was rejected by 
the voters. The outlook at this time 
was dubious, 

Late in 1930 Albany received word 
that ifas‘te herenot available by Ian- 
uary 1, 1931, the project here would be 
deferred. ‘This spurred those tireless 
workers to apply to the City Councu 
and the Park Board for permission to 
erect a building in Memorial Park. 

Consent from the two bodies was 
forthcoming and work started. In June 
of 1931 the cornerstone was laid at ap-

Oakland, as guests. A grand ball fo. | 
the people of the community was giv-| 
en to mark the completion and open-| 
ing of the magnificent edifice which has | 
become a landmark that the citizens} 
of Albany look upon with pride . 

The Park Board immediately pro- | 
ceeded to landscape the adjacent 
grounds, making a truly beautiful set- 
ting for a beautiful building. 

Sine that time its facilities have been 
available to Leland Bergesen Post, Vet- 
erans of Foreign Wars, the Legion 
Auxiliary and other groups and organ- 
izations, for their meetings, dances and 
countless other activities.
